Sales jump, but cost 
remains a banier

DENVER A record number of 
skiers and snowboarders are expected 
to strap on helmets when they hit the 
slopes this season. 

Even so, only about 5 percent of 
skiers and snowboarders ore expected 
to wear helmets this season, and indus- 
try experts don’t expect them to 
become commonplace for another 15 
years. 

The much-publieized skiing deaths of . 
Michael Kennedy and Sonny Bono lost 
winter caused helmet soles to skyrock- 
et. Industry observers predict strong 
I sales to continue this year. 

“1 th i nk w e ' ll sell as many helmets as 

we did last season if not more,” said AI 
Ponicucci, regional manager for 
Christy Sports, where helmets sold in 
record numbers last year. 

Nationwide, Americans purchased 
242,632 ski and snowboard helmets last 
season, mpre than a 200 percent 
. increase over the previous season. Ski 
and snowboard helmet sales totaled 
'' 524.7 million, a significant jump from 
sales of $7.4 million last year. 

“Sales for January surpassed the 
entire 1996/97 season.” said Ali 
' Zacaroli,:spokeswomon4'or.SnowSport - 
Industries America, which tracks ski 
and snowboard equipment sales. 

Zacaroli said the Kennedy and Bbrio 
deaths created hiorc awareness about '

Even wearing a helmet is ho guaran- 
tee against head injuries. Recently in 
Vail, a 12-yeor-oId Texas boy was seri- 
ously injured When he collided with a- 
teen-age skier while snowboarding. 
Both were wearing helmets. The snow- 
boarder was. hospitalized with a blood 
doc in the back of his head, fadal trau- 
ma and a cut on his leg. 

Consumers may warm up to helmets 
as they become more mainstream. New- 
aerodynamic designs and fashionable 
colors should also draw more interest. 

A Denver company has even come up 
with a helmet made to cany a video 
camera. The helmets fit a variety of 
’ digital cameras and sell for about ^95.. 
Consumers can buy the helmet com- 
plete with camera for $1,500 to $2,000. •
